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CARP CULTURE. 


‘An Acre Devoted to this Purpose is the 
Most Profitable Investment that the 
Farmer Can Make.” 


The United States Fish Commis- 
sioners last year their experi- 
ment of distributing young carp al 
over the country for use in quiet 
water. The young fish were from 
ponds near Washington, and were or- 
iginally brought from Germany. To 
learn why carp is chosen in prefer- 
ence to some of our tood fish, and to 
ascertain the distribution of carp for 
the spring, a Sun reporter visited New 
York State Fish Comissioner Eugene 
G. Blackford, in Fulton Market. 

“The European carp is what we 
are trying to introduce” he said. “It 
is the most popular fish in Germany, 
and carp in beer is a favorite dish in 
Berlin. Over 500,000 pounds of this 
fish are sold annually in that city; 
80, you see, its flesh must be of a very 
fine flavor. Carp grow very rapidly, 
and are in that way very profitable to 
the breeder. Carp delight in still 
water, and the sportsman can't expect 
much fun in catching them. They 
are uncertain catching, and are difli- 
cult to take in nets. Yet they are 
the easiest fish in the world to raise, 
and the most profitable. They are 

inivorous and not carnivorous. 
Hence they will eat anything that a 
hog will eat. Their food is procured 
at the least possible expense, wlien it 
is necessary that food should be given 
them, which is not always the case. 
The carp can be fattened on peas, 
beans, coagulated blood. aod curd, 
but they will easily subsist on fungus, 
vegetable matter, and other substances 
at the bottom of ponds. Food is a 
small item of expense. It is a hardy 
and prolific fish, and is as good, if not 
better, eating than any fish we have. 

a did the carp first come 


“The first we know of them is in 
the lakes of middle and southern 
Europe. The ancients as far back as 
Aristotle’s time knew of them, but 
did not esteem them very highly. 
They have been since then transferred 
to lakes in Europe, and are now very 
popular.” :; 

What is their appearance?” 

“There are three kiods of carp. 
There are the scale carp, the carp pro- 
per, called by the Germans edelkarp- 
fen,’ secondly, the leather carp, or 
‘lederkarpfen, from Bohemia, which 
has the most delicious flavor of the 
three varieties; and, lastly, the mirror 
— 2 or spiegelkarpfen, also from 
Bohemia. The carp proper has a 
sucker mouth, and lives by suction; 
it has twelve rows of scales between 
the ventral and dorsal fins; it is of a 
golden olive brown color above, and 
ellowish beneath. The mirror carp 
is 80 called because it has only three 
rows ot scales from head to tail. There 
is nothing like it in our waters, and it 
is really beautiful when taken fresh 
from the water, with its broad bronze 
scales of mirrors flashing in the sun- 
light. The scale carp, or carp prop- 
er, has small, fine scales. The leather 

has one row of dark scales along 
the back; and all the rest of the body 
is a leather-colored skin. All these 
carp are very hardy, and you can car- 
ry them any distance in a rag or in 
mass, if you will only keep them 
moist. Nothing just now is of se wide. 
spread interest in fish culture as carp 
raisiog. Every farmer or retired mer- 
chant who owns a pond wants to go 
to producing carp.” 

How large do they grow?”

„What are the carp’s enemies?” 
“They are black bass, pickerel, sun- 
fish, and all carnivorous fish. Picker- 
el and brook trout eat their own 
young, 1 kbow, atid they can't be 
expected to spare young carp. As to 
brook trout, they are particularly vo- 
racious. A breeder who turns loose 
10.000 trout fry and expects to find 
10.000 large trout in his pond io four 
or five years will be lucky if he finas 
500 trout. They eat one another up. 
A pound troat will eat a half-pouod 
trout, aud sometimes, if very hungry, 
will pitch into one of ite own size.”

A BIG BEAM IN THE EYE OF A 
SMALL CONTEMPORARY. 

The Silver State, an estimable and 
forcible little contemporary published 
at Winnemucca, Nevada, is on general 

principles bitterly opposed to any- 
thiog which it does not understand. 

For this reason, and because it is a 

' Democratic sheet, our acrid contem- 
porary with the silvery name and the 
grgentiferous mind opposes the Nati- 
onal banking system. 

The Silver State objects at a white 
heat to an article on national banks 
which lately appeared in these col- 
umns. It is evidently imbued with 
the notion that the national banking 
system is a Republican organization 
for the robbery of the people; and to 
show what robbers the national bank- 
ers are, it adduces the following illus- 
tration:

extent of $150,000, and robbing its 
depositors of the accumulations of 
years at one fell leaving many,

This illustration serves to illustrate 
the Silver State s iguorance of the facts 
concerning the insolvency of the First 
National. Bank of Austin, Nevada, 
which are, briefly, as follows: 

The bank went into insolvency with 
liabilities amounting to $170,012. 
Gen. E. S. Davis was appointed re- 
ceiver on Oct. 13, 1869. The credit- 
ors of the bank received in dividends 
nimety per cent. of the total sum of 
its liabilities. The circulating notes 
of the bank were, of course, all re- 
deemed in full. 

Now let us compare this case of the 
failure of a national bank with several 
cases of failure of private banks in this 
State. Here are three: 

The Bank of Virginia failed, and 
paid nothing to its creditors. Free- 
man & Co.'s bank atElko failed, and 
paid nothing. The Reno Savings 
Bank also failed. Its dividends to 
creditors.have so far been 0 on the 
$100. 

‘Now does the Silver State know of 
any private bank that ever failed in 
this State and paid one single cent to 
its creditors? We do not. 

Between 1865 and 1881, out of 
2,500 national banks established, 
only 86 became insolvent, a yearly 
average of about six out of the number 
doing busivess. The average of the 
dividends paid by these insolvent 
banks was fully fifty per cent., and 
we believe much more. Last year the 
number of national bank failures was 
only three out of over two thousand 
doiog business. 

The Gazerre did not attempt, in 
the article to which the Silver State 
excepts, any full demonstration of the 
merits of the national banking system. 
We simply aimed to explain some of 
the leading features of that system, 
which is a boon given by the Repub- 
lican party to the country. 

In conclusion we will say that our 
remarks on this subject are not in- 
tended to have any local bearing. 
Reno has a private as well as a na- 
tional bank. Both are, we believe, 
fully deserving of confidehce.

The game law prohibits the shoot- 
ing of meadow larks and robins be- 
tween April 1 and August 1. These 
insect-eating birds help to kill off the 
grasshoppers, and are the farmers’ 
friends. Boys should remember this, 
as well as that they are liable to fine 
and imprisonment for breaking the 
law. It is mean to shoot singing birds 
anyway. The larks and robins are 
both here now im force, and their 
sweet notes add much to the pleasure 
of a walk in the country. If the boys 
must shoot small birds, let them blaze 
away at the blackbirds and magpies, 
which are good food for powder. The 
blackbird is said to be very good in a 
pie, and its association with pastry 
extends back several hundred years in 
Eoglish literature. Aim then at the 
inviting scarlet shield on the black- 
bird's breast, but spare the robin and 
the lark.
